Report of School Board. 


Four schools have been maintained in town the past year, 
with a total length of 98 weeks, with an attendance of 85 dif- 
ferent pupils. Seven different teachers have been employed— 
two male and five female. 

The schools generally the past year have been attended 
with a good degree of success and in most cases the pupils have 
made good use of their opportunities. 

The importance of our common schools is often lost sight 
of, thus rendering their usefulness less effective than it should 
be. 

We should remember that the youth of to-day are the ones 
who in a few years will be men and women, who will be en- 
gaged in moulding the character of the communities where 
they chance to. be. We know that a large proportion of the 
childreu receive their entire education in the common schools, 
and when they leave them their school days are at an end, and 
what they have learned there will, in a measure, influence their 
actions through life. In securing the best results from our 
common schools these factors have each an important part 
in the work, namely: the teacher, the pupil and the parent. 
The teacher should be especially adapted for her work, having 
a love for it that will not falter after the first, but rather in- 
crease from day to day. ‘Those things which will be of practi- 
cal use in life should be given special prominence in school, for 
it should ever be borne in mind, that in youth we lay the found- 
ation for future business capacity. Of what use is it to spend 
precious time in teaching a child something which it never will 
have any use for after leaving school 

Thoroughness in instruction is another important element 
in the teacher’s work. Aim to have the child understand its 
lessons each day ; this may require some tact and perseverence 
on the part of the teacher, but she should ever remember that 
not. the number of pages in the text book gone over, but 
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what is really understood so as to be of use in our dealings in 
after life is what our schools should seek to impart. 

Parents should do all they can in sustaining the schools 
of a town, by having their children attend regularly, and also 
showing them the importance of their school days, and also the 
expense the tax payers of a town are subject to in maintaining 
the schools. 

Another way in which parents can be of help to a school is 
by frequent visits to it during the term and at its close, and we 
are glad of the interest shown by the parents in one of the 
schools in this way during the past year. 

Average expense per scholar in each school for the year 
has been as follows: Four Corners, $13.66; East Village, 
$5.51; Flat, $8.40: Ryder’s Corner, $5.94.
